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Wrecking cars and enjoying it 


Charlie Ashe and the Madoc Fair’s demolition derby 


Charlie Ashe is in his 40’s 
and lives just south of Ma- 
doc. Seventeen years ago, 
after one too many brushes 
with the law, a judge sug- 
gested he “find a new 
hobby.” 

He’s been smashing up 
cars and trucks in demolition 
derbies ever since. 

_  Atfirst glance, one would 

wonder why there are so 
many old cars around his 
house. But this is no junk 
yard; the grass is neatly 
mown, and the vehicles are 
not random pieces of scrap, 
but carefully chosen ma- 
chines being readied for one 
last task: the demolition 
derby. 

“I prefer Chevies,” he 
said earlier this week as he 
inspected the 1978 GMC 
half-ton truck he’s entering 
in Saturday’s derby at the 
Madoc Fair. “I like the Chevy 


small block, and the inter- 
changeability of parts.” The 
350 cubic inch engine in the 
truck was most recently 
pulled from an Impala, and 
in turn has been used in many 
cars and trucks for more than 
4 years. 

As a rule, demolition 
derby entrants are not very 
talkative about their vehicles 
or their preparations, but 
Ashe has little to hide. This 
is a hobby for him, not a 
bloodsport. ‘Some people 
don’t like to lose,” he warned, 
“and they’ll do anything to 
win.” That might include 
modifications that would 
catch the judges’ eyes and 
run foul of the rules. Ashe’s 
truck is legal under the entry 
rules, and though there were 
some detail§ he requested not 
be revealed, all of them were 
above-board.

Locally, the program was 
very successful. In the area 
policed by Central Hastings 
OPP, 1022 plants were seized 
and destroyed. The plants 
were located in areas of the 
municipality of Tweed, and 
Tudor Township. 

In eastern Ontario 6992 
plants were seized. These 
plants have a street value ap- 
proaching 7 million dollars. 


Andy Ferguson of Picton, 
have put more than 60 hours 
of work, spread over 2 
months, into the truck. The 
preparation is neither trivial 
nor easy. An arc welder is 
necessary, as is an engine 
hoist, marine gas tank, and 
a trailer to tow the vehicle. 
Some other needed items 
are paint, a protective metal 
screen, fire extinguisher, 
helmet, heavy wire to lace 
through holes to keep the 
doors and hood from flying 
open, sheet metal to cover 
sharp edges on the driver’s 
door, and other miscella- 
neous parts and metal stock. 

The first step, though, is 
to find a vehicle. “Some 
people won't sell you the 
car if you tell them where 
it’s going, so a lot of guys 
just say they’re going to fix 
it up and get it on the road,” 
Ashe said. It should get

easier, however; he believes 
the newly introduced emis- 
sions testing will increase the 
pool of potential derby cars. 
“They won't be worth fix- 
ing,” he predicts of many old 
cars, and owners will instead 
get what money they can for 


them. 

Every bit of glass and 
plastic must be removed 
from the vehicle, and every- 
thing flammable from the 
interior, except the driver’s 
seat and sometimes the dash. 
Ashe recommended leaving 
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front passenger seats intact, 
to lessen the destruction of 
right-side impacts. Trucks 
are a bit easier, he said, be- 
cause there’s simply less to 
remove: no rear seats, rear 
Passenger windows, or

Quinte makes its case for an MRI 


Mobile MRI could provide service from North Hastings to Prince Edward Counties 


Members of the Rural 
Health Sciences Network 
(RHSN) have made a case 
to the Ministry of Health and 
Long-Term Care to place 
one of the 20 new Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging (MRI) 
machines earmarked for 
Ontario in the Quinte region. 

A brief has been sent to 
the ministry requesting that 
Quinte be seriously consid- 
ered in the government’s 
plan to increase the number 
of funded MRI machines in 
Ontario to 63 from 12 in 
1995. The government has 
also announced $28.3 mil- 
lion to increase the hours of 
operation for hospital MRI 
machines by 90 per cent. 

“There is no question 
that an MRI is needed in this 
region,” said Bob Kitcher, 
Chair of the RHSN. “‘A re- 
cent study by -Queen’s 
Health Policy Research Unit 
shows that this population 
has health care needs that 
can be better treated through

tion. The study suggests of 
3,419 people who survived 
a stroke, 342 of them would 
have benefited from an MRI 
while only 145 received the 
scan.”

Cur- 
rent statistics reveal there is 
one MRI per 391,379 peo- 
ple in Eastern Ontario. The 
nearest MRI to the Quinte 
region is in Kingston where 
wait lists of up to six months 
are not uncommon, In addi- 
tion, transportation to medi- 
cal appointments is quickly 
becoming a growing issue 
for rural regions such as 
Hastings and Prince Edward.

Kingston area to respond:to 
service demands. ‘This is 
pushing the system toward 
its breaking point and re- 
stricting accessibility to ser- 
vices.” 

-“The government is com- 
mitted to providing quicker 
access to diagnostic services 
such as MRI’s. We have a 
slightly higher than the pro- 
vincial average of seniors in 
this region as well as higher 
incidence of a variety of 
health issues such as heart 
disease and stroke. Earlier 


and more precise diagnosis 
will help improve the health 
of many people in this re- 
gion.

trunk lining. 

~ After the cabin is emptied, 
structural changes can be- 
gin. The shifter is usually 
dispensed with, replaced by 
a metal bar linked directly to 
the transmission through a 
hole in the floor. A universal 
joint is added to the steering 
shaft to keep the vehicle 
steerable even if the front is 
pushed up a few inches. The 
battery is moved from the 
engine compartment, and the 
gas tank is replaced. 

Most derby drivers re- 
place the stock fan with a 
smaller, continuously run- 
ning electric fan. This gives 
more clearance between the 
fan and engine. The air 
cleaner housing is replaced 
with a simple metal cover, 
and the radiator is wired to 
its brackets. Exhaust pipes 
are pointed skyward, often 
rising through the obligatory 
hole in the hood, designed to 
allow engine access to a 
blast from a fire extin- 
guisher. 

Premium oils are often 
used for the motor and trans- 
mission, along with expen- 


sive, heat-tolerant spark 


plugs. Distributors are pro- 
tected from impact. Ther- 
mostats, inexpensive but cru- 
cial, are simply replaced. The 
only things left in the engine 
bay are critical components, 
and the loss of any single one 
means engine failure. 

Engines are rewired and 
everything is usually con- 
trolled by a set of switches 
on a solidly mounted panel 
near the driver’s seat, which, 
in Ashe’s case, can be 
moved from one derby car 
to the next. 

With all the meticulous 
planning in.the world, 
though, no one can predict 
the winners. “It’s a guess- 
ing game,” Ashe maintained. 
“You never know.” When 
asked what advice he had for 
new drivers, he pointed out 
that seasoned drivers often 
try to intimidate rookies, and 
answered, “Don’t be afraid. 
Don’t let other people scare 
you.”

Tweed — Individual do- 
nors and volunteer workers, 
“made a vision a reality,” 
Evan Morton told those at- 
tending the grand opening of 
the Tweed & Area Heritage 
Centre. Mr. Morton, curator 
of the Centre and Museum, 
himself was lauded for his 
tireless efforts by other 
speakers. 

During the construction 
phase of the new Centre Mr. 
Morton could be seen on al- 
most a daily basis pushing a 
wheelbarrow, carry rocks to 
build the terraced lawn in the 
garden, cleaning up debris 
from around the construc- 
tion site, all the while run- 
ning the Museum and Tour- 
ist Bureau. Once the annex 
was completed. Mr. Morton, 
assisted by a number of vol- 
unteers, completed the inte- 
rior. Then came the time 
consuming task of deciding 
what artefacts would be put 
on display then setting up the 
displays. 

Mr. Morton's driving de- 
sire to preserve local histori- 
cal items is well known. In 
one case upon learning the 
paddle wheel at the old mill 
in Tweed, destroyed by fire 
earlier this year, was avail- 
able for the taking he quickly 
went to the site, asked for 
the wheel and when granted 
permission arranged for it to 
be moved to the Centre. It 
can be seen on the south 
front lawn, a large black 
metal Wheel resting on its 
side. In fact Mr. Morton goes 
out of his way to remind 
people, “don’t throw out 
something because it is old, 
let me know, it may be a 
piece of local history.”

be able to access more 
medically necessary services 
sooner and closer to home.” 

The government is ¢x- 
pected to issue a Request for 
Proposals to allow more 
MRI and CAT scans to be 
provided by independent 
health facilities. There are 
more than 1,000 independ- 
ent health facilities in Ontano 
providing fully covered 
OHIP services such as x- 
rays and ultrasounds across 
the: province. 

Independent health facili- 
ties may be located on the 
site of an existing health fa- 
cility such as a hospital, 
community health center or 
doctor's office. or they may 
be located in a multi-office 
complex. Alternatively, an 
MRI can be operated on a 
mobile basis. 

“Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward Counties have a popu-

lafion of roughly 160,000 
covering 800 square miles. 
A mobile unit would help us 
to offer equal access to resi- 
dents in North Hastings, 
Prince Edward Counties or 
Belleville,” said Kitcher. “In

Most mishaps take place 
outside the bus, so here are 
some precautions you can 
take published by the Cana- 
dian Safety Council (CSC):

Freezing will not 
destroy E.coli; only pasteuri- 


' gation can eliminate the 
- harmful bacteria. 


The warning does not 


_ extend to properly pasteur- 


ized fruit juices or apple ci- 
ders. Nor should the unpas- 
teurized juice alert deter peo- 
ple from savouring other fla- 
vours of fall offered at local 
farms. 


While the Health Unit does 
not recommend anyone drink 
unpasteurized fruit drinks or 
ciders, if they choose to do 
so they should take steps to 
reduce their risk of becom- 
ing ill by: boiling unpasteur- 
ized juice or cider before 
drinking it; avoid serving 
unpasteurized products to 
those most at risk, especially 
young children, older adults 
and people with weakened 
immune systems; don’t rely 
on freezing or refrigeration 
to make unpasteurized juices 
or ciders safe.

Raccoon rabies in Ontario and the MNR 


Raccoon rabies is a seri- 
ous threat to people, their 
pets and wildlife populations. 
The Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources is committed to pre- 
venting the further spread of 
raccoon rabies and has ex- 
panded the high-risk area in 
its fight to contain this seri- 
ous disease. 


Relocation of Wildlife 


Confirmed cases of rac- 
coon rabies have occurred 
within 50 km of downtown 
Ottawa. 

Under the authority of the 
Fish and Wildlife Conserva- 
tion Act, raccoons, skunks 
and foxes found or trapped 
in the high-risk area cannot 
be moved or relocated within 
the high-risk area. By im- 
mediately releasing an animal 
at the capture site, the po- 
tential for the disease to 


spread is minimized. 

- Outside the high-risk 
area, animals found or 
trapped must be released 
within | km of their capture 
site. This minimizes diseases 
and/or parasites being spread 
to humans, domestic ani- 
mals, or other wildlife in pre- 
viously uninfected areas. 

- The relocation of a sin- 
gle diseased animal could 
spread raccoon rabies 
across Ontario. That could 
result in thousands of peo- 
ple needing post-exposure 
treatment at the cost of mil- 
lions of taxpayer dollars. 

- If a person is exposed 
to rabies and does not re- 
ceive treatment before they 
show symptoms, the disease 
is fatal. 

- The relocation of rabid 
raccoons from Florida was 
responsible for the spread of 
the disease to parts of the 


U.S., notably Virginia and 
then New York. In New 
York there were 3000 re- 
corded cases of raccoon ra- 
bies in a three year period. 
The Ontario government is 
determined to make sure it 
does not happen here. 

The government is asking 
wildlife custodians within the 
expanded high-risk areasto 
surrender raccoons, foxes 
and skunks currently in their 
possession to the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. 

There is a risk that some 
of these animals may carry 
the disease. Many were or- 
phans and may have been 
exposed to rabies by their 
mother before she died. Vac- 
cination is not effective on 
animals that are incubating 
the rabies virus. Unlike pets, 
the incubation period for ra- 
bies in wild animals is highly 
variable and difficult to de- 


termine. 

Under the Fish and Wild- 
life Conservation Act, rac- 
coons, skunks, foxes and 
most other wildlife cannot be 
kept without authorization. 
Keeping an orphan raccoon, 
skunk or fox in your home 
could endanger you and your 
family and is an offence. 


Controlling Raccoon 
Rabies 


Ontario’s rabies control 
program is one of the best 
in the world and has built 
upon lessons learned from 
rabies outbreaks in other ar- 
eas, such as the United 
States. Other countries and 
provinces recognize On- 
tario’s success and have 
modelled their programs ac- 
cordingly, or asked for the 
Ministry's help in managing 
rabies. 


The fact that fewer cases 
were reported this year dem- 
onstrates how well MNR’s 
program to control and 
eradicate raccoon rabies 
from eastern Ontario is 
working. Since the original 
outbreak of raccoon rabies 
in July 1999, the ministry 
has used various tools to 
control its spread. 

In the immediate area 
where a rabid animal has 
been found, rabies carrier 
species, namely, raccoons, 
skunks and foxes, are 
euthanized. 

Surrounding this 
area, raccoons, skunks and 
foxes are trapped, vacci- 
nated, and released. 

Aerial baiting covers 
the entire area within 50 km 
of the infected site. 

A high-risk area is 
implemented as a 50-km 
buffer zone around con- 


firmed cases, and relocation 
of rabies carrier species is 
not allowed within this area. 


Partners 


The Ministry of Natural 
Resources works closely 
with various groups and 
agencies, such as the Minis- 
try of Health and Long-Term 
Care, regional health authori- 
ties, Health Canada, the OPP, 
licensed trappers, and vari- 
ous universities and wildlife 
custodians to ensure a com- 
plete and co-operative rabies 
control program is delivered. 

Wildlife custodians across 
the province work closely 
with the ministry to ensure 
Ontario’s wildlife remains 
healthy and safe. 

The services offered by 
these professionals are ap- 
preciated and respected by 
MNR staff. 


Truckers create first owner-operator business association

ments. “By working to im- 
prove the situation for 
owner-operators, we. will be 
helping to ensure the finan- 
cial health of the trucking 
industry as a whole.” 

OBAC intends to be a pre- 
miere source of industry in- 
formation for its members, 
iA leider on.cur.

It will also offer seminars 
and workshops to improve 
business operating skills, and 
it plans to establish group 
purchasing arrangements 
with various industry suppli- 
ers.
